The Hamlin Public Schools 
expect to start mailing 
questioonaires to a sample of 
local citizens this next week, 
according to Douglas Cook. 
The questionnaires are part 
of the school’s accreditation 
program. 
The questionnaires are an 
effort on the part of the school 
district to provide an op­ 
portunity for local citizens to 
become involved in the 
process and to express their 
opinions 
regarding 
the 
present performance of the 
schools and its goals, Cook 
said. 
‘‘If you are one of those who 
receive a questionnaire, we 
ask you to promptly reply to 


the questions honestly and 
return it to the school,” Cook 
said. ‘i t is important that you 
return this questionnaire, as 
your opinion is vital to the 
education of our children and 
will help provide the direction 
our schools will take in the 
coming years,” he added. 


The Hamlin School District 
faculty and staff has set 16 
major goals for the district 
that will be a part of thi* 
questionnaire. The faculty 
and staff spent two and one- 
half 
days 
of 
intensive 
development and self-study 
during in-service training in 
arriving at these goals. 
These goals depict in detail 


the aims at the school district 
in its efforts to provide the 
best educational experiences 
for the students. 
The Texas State Board of 
Education is charged under 
Texas Law with the re­ 
sponsibility for establishing a 
system for the accreditation 
of schools in Texas, Cook 
noted. The law stipulates that 
programs and services in 
schools should be suitable 
and appropriate 
to the 
educational needs of the 
students served, he said, 


As a result, local school 
districts are increasingly 
charged with responsible 
control, and with showing 


accountability for the ef­ 
fectiveness of educational 
programming, and broad- 
based community support 
and commitment to the 
schools and their educational 
efforts, he said. 
The questionnaire is only 
one part of the five-year 
program of accreditation for 
the local district. It is through 
this questionnaire that the 
school hopes to direct the 
school in the direction to meet 
the needs of the local citizens. 
The survey or question­ 
naire will attempt to see if the 
goals as outlined by the 
teachers and staff are the 
same aa the goal! of the local 
citizens.

And we work much better if your 
stories and suggestions for stories 
are in writing. 
We handle hundreds of items and 
there are too many to take down 
each one by telephone. 
Besides, putting it in writing 
reduces the chance of error. 
Thinking ahead is important, too. 
Tell us about a plann^ upcoming 
activity as soon as possible. 
Deadlines for news and advertising 
is noon Tuesday for Thursdays’ 
issue. By turning in your copy well 
ahead of the deadline we’ll be able 
to spend more time on it and do a 
better, more complete job. 
Too many times, a publicity 
chairman is unhappy because we 
can’t send a reporter to an event 
that has been planned for months, 
but we’ve only been told about an 
hour in advance. 
Your publicity releases don’t 
have to be fancy, but they must be 
accurate. 
Your item should be double­ 
checked.

federal or state laws says 
Jones County Extension 
Agent, Kirby Clayton. 
This certification of ap­ 
plicators is required by the 
Federal 
Insecticide, 
Fungicide and Rodenticide 
Act (FIFRA) as amended in 
1972 and 1975. 
Persons 
who own 
or 
manage a pesticide ap­ 
plication business engaged in 
the application of restricted- 
use or state-limited use 
pesticides to the land of 
another (commercial ap­ 
plicators) are required to be 
certified and hold a license. 
Additionally, a person or 
government 
agency 
or 
department which wants to 
use restricted-use or state- 
limited 
use 
pesticides 
(noncommercial applicator), 
and who do not qualify as a 
private applicator must do 
likewise. These requirements 
are part of the Texas 
Pesticide Control Law. 
Persons will be licensed by 
the appropriate state agency 
as either certified com­ 
mercial or noncommercial 
applicators. Certification is 
based on a written ex­ 
amination administered by 
the designated state agency. 
Four state agencies have 
been identified to certify 
applicators concerned with 
four major control areas— 
agricultural pests, animal 
pests, aquatic and health 
related pests.

In each case, one or 
more doctors have been 
quoted as saying they have a 
treatment method which has 
had wonderous results in 
hundreds of patients. But in 
no case, have the claims been 
backed up by scientific 
evidence obtained in proper 
testing to determine safety 
and effectiveness. 
Arthritis victims, par­ 
ticularly those with rheu­ 
matoid arthritis, often suffer 
extreme and unrelenting 
pain. In their desperate 
search for relief, they will try 
anything, no matter how 
crazy it may sound, no 
matter how much it may cost. 
In addition to sensationally 
publicized unproven treat­ 
ment methods, there are 
arthritis clinics in Canada, 
Mexico, and the Caribbean 
which offer offbeat and 
som etim es 
dangerous 
tratment, attracting most of 
their patients from the U. S. 
Some clinics use slick 
promotion methods to recruit 
patients, even arranging 
periodic charter flights from

points in the states to a clinic 
location. 
All this leads to raising of 
false hope, sometimes to 
serious side effects from an 
unlabeled medication, and to 
a tragic waste of money 
The Arthritis Foundation 
studies so-called cures. A 
panel of rheumatologists 
investigates, 
seeks 
in­ 
terviews, 
studies 
clinic 
records and approves a 
reaction statement made in 
the name of The Foundation. 
The statement is sent to all 
Foundation chapters, to 
patients and physicians and 
other who have inquired, to 
all membes of the American 
Rheumatism Association in 
the U. S., and sometimes to 
the news media. 
The West Texas Chapter 
has found that this usually 
stems the tide of frantic 
questions and unjustified 
hope but it does not shut off 
the traffic of patients seeking 
the "new” treatment even 
when they have been told 
there is no proof that it works. 
Spokesman for the Chapter 
pointed out that today there is 
no cure for arthritis although 
The Arthritis Foundation is 
paying for research projects 
aimed at finding a cure. 
The West Texas Chapter
